CAMBRIDGESHIRE COUNTY COUNCILLORS REPORT 


It is early days at the County Council for the new 
Joint Administration (http://bit.ly/ld-agreement) 
and we have not yet had our first Council 
meetings, beyond the AGM to elect the Council’s 
new Leader (Cllr Lucy Nethsingha) and authorise 
a new approach to running the Council. The new 
administration aims to prioritise supporting the 
environment, sustainability and the climate 
emergency, improving education and reducing 
poverty (which will include ‘health in all 
policies’) and ensuring services delivered are 
efficient and providing the best value to all the 
residents of Cambridgeshire. 


One major early change under the new 
administration is to ensure that those children 
who are currently in receipt of free school meals 
will receive food vouchers during the holidays. 


In addition, we were able to introduce the COVID 
support grant scheme rapidly after the election. 
More information is available here (http://bit.ly/ 
CCC-food-vouchers2021). 


And finally the Council will be putting in place 
more support for families during the summer 
holidays. We have been working with public 
health bodies and have now launched an 
application process for the summer Holiday 
Activity and Food (HAF) scheme — to check if 
your child is eligible please visit http://bit.ly/ 


CCC-holiday2021. 


A major issue which would be good to get your 
input into, either by writing to me or inputting 
your views to the website direct, is below. 


Local Cycling and Walking Plan 

The County Council begun a consultation on 
proposals which had been suggested in January 
2021 but which they would like to re-start and 
seek input. 


This is an early stage policy document which 
seeks to outline new and existing walking and 
cycling routes and consider which routes should 
be created or improved, as and when funding 


becomes available. It may take time for funding 
etc to be secured but the County would like input 
now into the proposals.

Are these the right paths? The report identifies 
a cycle path, which extends to the approach to 
Dry Drayton, beside the golf course. Other 
ideas are: the bridlepath connecting Bar Hill 
with the top of Dry Drayton High St, central 
spine paths in Bar Hill, or perhaps a path 
around the ring road? 


The consultation has been open for a few weeks 
and concludes at 23.59pm on 13 July 2021. The 
information will then be analysed and presented 
to the County Council’s Highways and Transport 
Committee. 


Equine crossing on Saxon Way 

At the point of writing the full information has 
not yet been provided by the County Council, nor 
Highways England. However the works are part 
of the Al4 development, designed by Highways 
England and approved by the County Council’s 
officers after the Development Consent Order 
2016. Of course Highways England and the 
County Council should have consulted residents. 
It seems the County officers reduced the lane 
space on safety grounds, and Highways England 
has done analysis on congestion impacts. I will 
share this when I get it. Not the full picture yet 
but getting there!

Paragraph 3 (this one) is in Times 
New Roman, probably the best-known serif font. 
It is popular because it 1s easy to read and takes 
up less space than many other fonts.

BAR HILL COMMUNITY FOCUS 1/2 


Something that so many of us 
are concerned about is our 
global footprint, and I 
personally am trying to make a 
real effort to reduce the amount 
of plastic waste which my 
household produces. 


When Pure Brilliant Green 
(PBG) opened in Bar Hill, I 
immediately knew that this was 
a business which I could get 
behind, and so it seemed an 
obvious choice for this months’ 
community focus. 


PBG 1s a community refill station for natural and 
sustainably produced products, providing an easy 
way for you to reduce single use plastics within 
your home. The concept is that either you provide 
your own bottle or purchase one from PBG for 
them to then fill with household products, such as 
soap, shampoo, washing up liquid or any of the 
plentiful products which they offer. Once you 
have run out of said product, you take the bottle 
back to PBG to be refilled, and as a result you are 
reducing the amount of plastic which is going 
into landfill. 


Lottie: why don’t you tell me how PBG 
started? 

Collette: so we have always tried to be conscious 
about the choices we make at home and how they 
may impact the environment, so for us, it seemed 
like the next logical step to take [setting up the 
business] so we could make a bigger impact on 
the environment ourselves but also help the 
community to do the same. 


L: How long has PBG Been going for now? 

C: Since November; so it was dark evenings and 
Covid when we opened. We did a lot of market 
research before we opened and then decided to 
just take the plunge at that point. 

[The pandemic] probably affected me more on a 
personal level than anyone else [in the family]. I 
was really worried about Covid and we, as a 
family, did hide ourselves away a lot, so we have 
been really careful about making sure we are safe

for ourselves and our 
customers, and we have taken 
everything really seriously. So 
we do offer doorstep drop offs 
and collections of our products 
so that it is contactless for those 
who feel more comfortable 
with it. 


L: How has the business 

erown? 

C: We are actually having a 

shed built this week so that we 

can store all of the products 
which we are offering. It will be 
a beautiful space where you can see everything 
we have on offer. When we first opened, we only 
had one or two shampoos and a couple of 
household options. But we now actually stock 
everything which our suppliers offer. We like to 
think we have something for everyone with 
regards to the price points of our products as we 
have some more luxurious options, as well as 
some more basic product choices. 
And in terms of the variety of products which we 
have, we now have everything from household 
cleaning options and personal care, through to 
bio-degradable toilet roll, bamboo toothbrushes 
and silicone lids (which really are amazing as you 
don’t have to use cling film — and they go in the 
dishwasher! ). 
I think it’s more difficult for people at the 
moment because I don’t think that people always 
want to come and browse our products 1n person 
and see what we have. But I do think it will get 
better [now that the world is opening up again] 
and [PBG] has exceeded our expectations already. 


L: Are you busy, are the people of Bar Hill 
using PBG? 

C: Yes - we have new clients coming every week 
as well as our returning customers, which is 
amazing. I love to hear about what people think 
about the products they’re using — because these 
aren’t products which you would find on the high 
street. They are new to people and it 1s a big thing 
to ask people to swap to a new product which 
they haven’t used before, and they aren’t familiar

with. And the fact that people do come back to 
refill their products is a great sign. I also love to 
hear what other people want from us, the majority 
of the products which we stock are as a result of 
people coming back to us and asking for us to 
supply them. 


L: Is there a downside to this for people — is 
there a reason why they wouldn’t want to 
make the change? 

C: This is a commitment which people have to 


make to support the environment as you are going 
to have to come to the shop to refill your bottles 
which does mean you have to be a bit more 
organised. But I think once you’ve made the 
switch, you will always be thinking about new 
things which you can do to be better for the 
environment, for example — we are currently 
looking into toothpaste, because the tubes which 
you get aren’t recyclable. 

We have gone through so many jerry cans which 
are sent to us with our products in, it’s crazy. The 
best thing about them 1s that there is zero waste 
involved even between our suppliers and 
ourselves. They send us the product in large jerry 
cans, when they are empty we then clean them 
out and send them back for the suppliers to refill 
for us so there is no waste in our production — 
they call it a close loop system with zero waste 
which I also really love. It does also make me 
really proud when I see all the empty cans lined 
up ready to be sent back, this week alone I had 
150 litres worth of empty jerry cans to be sent 
back and be refilled for us and I thought, “If we 


hadn’t decided that Sunday to just go for it — there 
would be so much more recycling going back to 
landfill (because a lot of recycling doesn’t 
actually get recycled), and I just feel like together 
we all did that and it does make me feel really 
proud. 


L: There are a lot of businesses which have 
made the switch and are now using you guys to 
help reduce their plastic consumption 

C: Yes and it’s brilliant! Buttercups, Cloud Nine, 
English Beauty house and the Black Horse in Dry 
Drayton have all got their lovely bottles and they 
come back to refill their hand wash and hand 
sanitiser - we are reaching out to other companies 
to try and encourage them to do the same. For 
example, if just one cleaner swapped to refilling 
their bottles instead of buying new every time 
would make such a huge impact on the 
environment. It is a difficult concept to get your 
head around and it 1s a big switch, but we are so 
happy to talk to people about what it’s about. 


L: Why do you love Bar Hill? 

C: It’s got everything, mainly my family — all of 
our family now live here (as Tomi’s family also 
moved here from Norwich), so we have 
everything we need here. Blake has his little 
friends from pre-school, and I love their mums, I 
just wouldn’t want to give up this community it’s 
so lovely. Everyone knows everyone and 
everyone really genuinely cares about each other. 


L: And, finally, what is the future for PBG? 
C: I think we will just carry on doing what we’re 
doing. We like that it’s small and community 
based — we have no intention of expanding 
beyond our community base or our house. We’ Il 
have the lovely new shed, and just continue to 
take new ideas from our customers of what 
people want from us.

From 17 May 2021, people in England who have 
been fully vaccinated against COVID-19 can 
demonstrate their vaccination status for 
international travel. A full course is currently two 
doses of any approved vaccine. Vaccine status 
will be available from the NHS App which you 
can download from app stores 


It may take more than a week for your identity to 
be checked and verified so you can use this 
service. 


If you cannot access this online service, and you 
have had 2 vaccines, you can request a paper 
letter from the NHS by calling 119. Only call 119 
if you are due to travel abroad in the near future 
and have had your second dose more than 5 
working days ago. It may take 7 working days for 
the letter to arrive. 


This practice 1s not able to provide you with a 
letter that shows your COVID-19 vaccination 
Status.

A big thank you for all your responses to our 
consultation last month. We will publish the results 
in the August edition. 


We have received several complaints regarding the 
recent grass cutting such as missed areas, the speed 
at which mowers are travelling, and the quality of 
the work itself. Councillors have spoken to our 
contractors who have increased resources to cover 
this period of growth. We are working with them to 
address these issues and thank you for your 
patience.

This has meant the grass has grown 
very quickly between scheduled cuts, resulting in 
quite a lot of cuttings laying on the surface in 
places. As the growth rate slows and the cuts 
become shorter, the grass will start look a lot 
smarter. Could we also politely remind you to 
move your vehicles away from the verges so the 
work can take place. We will be saving the dates of 
the next cut to the website the week before it 
happens and leafleting the areas that need extra 
attention to ask you to move your cars a few days 
before the cuts take place.

Helping hedgehogs in July 

When hoglets reach 3 to 4 weeks old they will 
forage for food, returning afterwards to the 
nest to continue taking their mother’s milk. 
They will leave the nest for good usually 
around 6 weeks. 


We can help by continuing to leave food and 
water out for them. Soft cat/dog food and 
kitten biscuits are a great supplementary food 
for hedgehogs. If you see any hedgehogs out 
during the day this is means they are 1n serious 
need of veterinary care. They are often 
dehydrated and will need to be given fluids 
intravenously. The only occasion it is ok for a 
hedgehog to be out during the day , is when 
it’s re-nesting as it’s nest has been damaged 
or disturbed.

OX-CAM PATHFINDER PROJECT 
I have been contacted by Ox-Cam PFR Pathfinder 
Project, which is one of three national Defra 
projects which are 
designed to raise 
awareness of property 
flood resilience measures 
in communities that have 
been affected by 

flooding. The Project are 
planning to visit at least 
10 affected communities 
across the Oxfordshire- 
Cambridgeshire arc region 
with their Floodmobile 
demonstration vehicle to 
host an event that the 
community can visit to find out more about 
flooding and what they can do to lessen the 
impact a flood can have on their homes/ 
businesses. Bar Hill is one of the areas where 
they will bring their vehicle for all residents to 
visit and ask questions. This 1s expected to be in 
August, just waiting for the date to be finalised.

EQUINE & NMU STRIP 


I have not received a response to my FOI to date, 
they have 20 days to respond. I am meeting with 
a member of HE to get any update, however, they 
continue to say it was in the DCO, Development 
Consent Order, which 1s required from 
government to put in highways. I have been in 
talks since the start of the Al4 upgrade and 
cannot recall any mention of this, however, I 
await to see what was stated for this NMU. As 








this is Highways England and County Council 
responsibility I believe we will be sidelined and 
ignored. 


CLIMATE CHANGE 


The council has agreed to be carbon neutral by 
2030 which is having an effect on varius aspects 
of council responsibilities. 


The requirements for all planning applications 
has been upgraded to include better insulation, 
building materials as well as water conservation 
and increased use of renewable energy. 


The new refuse lorry is an electric vehicle but 
will mostly run in Cambridge as it does not have 
the capacity for the rural areas. However, 
technology moves forward rapidly and it is hoped 
future vehicles will be able to be used in South 
Cambs. 


There are plans to install solar panels 1n the car 
parks at Cambourne and the Depot at Waterbeach. 
There has been a focus 1n increasing and 
improving cycle routes and encouraging a 
healther life style. Clearly the Home working 
scheme has been accelerated by the pandemic but 
the reduction in travel is seen as a way forward. 


How lucky are we, in Bar Hill, to have the 
wonderful walks now, over the bridge and off to 
Cambridge, Dry Drayton, Boxworth, Lolworth 
etc., and others which I am sure you will have 
found by now.

Wildlife Gardening 


It is another very busy month for garden wildlife. 
Bees, moths, butterflies and other pollinators are 
making the most of flowering plants and 
sunshine. The birds are foraging for caterpillars 
to feed their chicks. 


A very good friend who 1s a wildlife expert in 
Fowlmere told me about an unusual incident he 
had been called to in a neighbours garden.A 
Mistle Thrush nest had two young being fed by 
the adults. They nest fairly high up in mature 
trees but this nest was in a shrub & only 5' from 
ground level. The property owner noticed the two 
fully feathered young seemed to be attached & on 
checking, she found the nest contained quite a lot 
of lengths of man-made plastic (the type that 
dumpy bags are made of) - The plastic had 
entangled a leg from each bird. She managed to 
cut them from the nest & removed one of the 
birds, that had unfortunately died. My friend 
called in and removed the plastic from the live 
bird. It had been wrapped around its leg for some 
time & had cut off the blood supply, so it had lost 
the use of its foot! The parent birds were still 
coming in to feed it, so he made the decision to 
release it in the garden. It was healthy, other than 
its foot & birds are known to do well with just 
the one foot! 


Dumpy bags do have bits that break off; 
especially when the bags are cut open. These 
discarded pieces can cause so much damage!!! 
Litter 1s a potential hazard to wildlife. Please 
dispose of responsibly and don’t leave lying 
around the garden.

As one of three DEFRA-funded national 
pathfinder partnerships, the OX-Cam Property 
Flood resilience (PFR) project will be supporting 
communities across the area in understanding the 
advantages of PFR.
